And not ottiy does this man consider 
himself a true and exemplary worshipper of God, 
lint lie considers it an evidence of hostility or in¬ 
difference to divine worship, if any one wishes to 
use the Lord's day, and the Lords house of J 
prayer, lor the purpose of relieving tho wants 
and reproving the wrongs of the Lord’s poor. 

A man says he worships God. But lie fears 
the peace of the church will he disturbed, and 
the maintenance of divine . worship be put in 
jeopardy, if the phi re for divine worship is made 
the arena for waging warfare with the works of] 
darkness, and reproving the bold transgressors 
of God’s law. 

A man says ho worships God—that is, he ad¬ 
mires the character of him who is angry with the 
wicked every day. Eqtccially is lie jealous for 
the honor of the great teacher who pronounced 
such terrible woes upon the devourer of widow’s 
houses, and the binder of heavy burdens u pon I ' 
the shoulder ol the poor. But if he should | j 
chance lo hear from a faithful messenger of di¬ 
vine truth, a feeble echo of those unpatalleled 
denunciations of divine wrath, he is horror-strick¬ 
en at the ° bad spirit ” he thinks he has discov¬ 
ered. To call those robbers who use their neigh¬ 
bor’s service without wages—to call those per-! 
sons nteii-stcalers who make merchandize of hu¬ 
man bones and sinews, this he considers “ de¬ 
nunciatory and unchristian!’’ To what good 
purpose has such a man worshipped God, and of| 
what value is his adoration of Christ? He has 
evidently worshipped a God ol his own imagina¬ 
tion, and not the God that lives and reigns in 
Heaven. If Christ should again become an in¬ 
habitant of the earth and teach in our streets, 
anti rep-ove lordly aristocracy and oppresion and 
(•pride as he was wont to do, when he taught in 
the streets of Jerusalem, how many who now 
think themselves his devout worshspers and 
humble disciple# would be disgusted with his 
character, and decry him as “ vituperative and 
unchristian.” 

A man says he worships God. But his equa¬ 
nimity is sadly disturbed \Yhenever any one un¬ 
folds and illustrates those physical laws by which j 
God governs tho human body, and to which the, 
ungoTerned appetites and unholy propensities of 
depraved men must be subjected, before they can 
possess their vessels tu sanctification and honor, 


an extraordinary movuncmou| ofthe church that 
the deficiency is to he madaif?. Yet the church 
holds this power in her hands—this envire jtower, 
under God, to perfect this glorious work, and to 
drive the curse from the land. And that moment 
whon every mini»:er of the Gospel, anil every 
officer and member of the church sliaf 1 he the 
thorough and consistent advocate for entire ab¬ 
stinence ; and when every member of die church 
shall abandon all connection with the manufac¬ 
ture or the traffic in intoxicating criuke, and 
withdraw all capital from it, will he the consuma- 
mation of this great work; nor wiil^l occur till 
then. Let the church continue to embosom 
apologists for habits of indulgence mid and pat¬ 
rons of it, and the wheels of this great cause will 
he clogged and stayed, nor can it move onward to j 
glorious triumph. 

The rame remark might bo made of any and 
every oilier cause of reformation. Ia every thing 
affi-cting purity of morals ; ehastity of life; the 
observance of the Sabbath ; ihc cause of human 
liberty ; the freedom of those held in bondage 
the church holds an almost if not quite cunt roll-1 
ing power. Evils are always ramified and inter¬ 
locked witl^good. Sin winds its way along by 
many a serpentine and snhierraacan passage in¬ 
to the church, and entwines its mots around the 
altar, and assumes new vigor of growth nnd a 
kind of sacrcdness by its connection there.— 
There is scarcely a form of evil which can lie at¬ 
tacked which dues not in some way extend itself] 
to the church.

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

The following is said to he the principal pro- 
■isions of the treaty recently concluded between 
Great Britain, France, Austria, Russia and Prus¬ 
sia, for the suppression of the slave trade : 

The right of search in respect to all vessels 
liable to the suspicion of being engaged in the 
slave trade, is mqlilalty granted by each of the 
Five Powers, parlies lo this beneficial treaty, to; 
all vessels of war bearing the flag of any of the 
Thus, the constant existence and ttnre- 
mittcil activity or me ..««« eflfccttvc n«»«i pvi.„ f 
hat any or all ofthe five Powers can establish 
for the suppression of the slave trade, is made 
part of the public law of Europe. 

It is agreed, moreover, between the Five Pow¬ 
ers that the leaal character and denomination of] 
the crime of trading in slaves upon the sea, and | 
that of co-operating in the traffic by the supply of) 
capital or talent in its aid, shall, bj the law of 
each of them, he made to assimilate as speedily 
possible to those which the Legislature ol 
Great Britain has imparted lo these crimes. 

The British law in respect to the slave trade, 
embodied in the 3d and 4th ol William the Fourth 
i to the effect that any subject of her Maj¬ 
esty, or individual residing in any part of her 
uy’s dominions, who shall engage in the 
slave trade, or in the conveyance of slaves upon 
the sea, shall be held to he guilty of the crime orj 
piracy ; and that any one w ho shall knowingly 
embark capital or lend other aid of any kind to 
the traffic, although uot personally engaged in it, 
shall be held to be guilty of felony, and punished 
accordingly, the former crimes involving the pi 
ishment of dealbon the adjudication of a com 
tribunal of any civilized state, the latter that 
of transportation on the adjudication ol any com¬ 
petent British tribunal.

JUIIGC n lLUAMS 1 ANSWER TO TIIE 
LIBERTY CONVENTION OF VER¬ 
MONT. 

Rutland, July 22, 1842. 
J)car Sir :—I have ju*t received your com¬ 
munication notifying mo that I was nominated 
for the office of Governor, by the convention held 
at Brookfield, I had previously seen their pro¬ 
ceedings a* published, but did not consider that 
any formal reply was required, until I received a 
notice from the convention. 

So for as my individual feelings are concerned 1 . 
I should have beon better satisfied if the gentle¬ 
man who was nominated by the convention at 
Perkiusville last year, or some other, had been 
presented to the public as a candidate for that 
office. I have no ambition for political life, and 
its honors or cares do not commend themselves 
either to my feelings or habits. This, as well as 
other considerations, which il is unnecessary to 
mention, induced mo to decline being a candi¬ 
date last year, when my itamo was first announc- 
d in the public journals. But as a portion of 
ty fellow citizens hare again thought proper to 
present my name to the people, I do not feel at 
liberty to decline their nomination. It is for 
them and not for me to say whether I shall be a 
candidate for any office in the gift of the people. 
My wishes, therefore, are yielded to theirs. 

It is a proposition too plain lo admit of doubt 
or equivocation, “ that slavery is both a moral 
and political evil.” This seems to receive a 
ready a«scm from all jHrliiical parlies in this 
Slate. In tnjr opinion, to countenance it in any 
way is a dereliction from the principles of Chris¬ 
tianity and incurs moral guilt. Either view of 
it, however imjjoses a duty on all lo take meas¬ 
ures for its immediate abolition. Something 
more is required than a mere assent to the truth 
inoral or political axiom; there should he im¬ 
mediate, vigorous, and resolute action to abolish 
and exterminate it. If the people of those States 
here slavery does not exist, or where it exists 
only partially, were animated with the same 
spirit which influenced the statesmen in the Brit¬ 
ish parliament to abolish slavery in the West In- 
->"‘l • '■'Mild insist »«vI require of their repre¬ 
sentatives,l>T an act of the legislature of the Uni¬ 
ted Stales immediately to abolish slavery in the 
District of Columbia, and to all territories where 
the jurisdiction of Congress is undoubted, to lis¬ 
ten to no compromise on this subject, and not 
yield either to political or commercial influences, 
i fully believe it would be effected ; and further, 
that the States where slavery does exist, would 
then feel compelled to yield lo ao enlightened 
public sentiment, and lake measures within their 
jurisdiction to accomplish the same object. The 
United Slates would theu be enumerated among 
the enlightened and Christian nations who act 
upon the principle “that all men are created 
equal,” and endowed by their Creator with tlte 
inalienable rights,” lo life, liberty and the pur- 
lit oi happiness, and that inan cannot be made 
the properly of his fellow man, by the legitimate 
enactment of any legislature whatever. 

If political considerations should be permitted 
to have any bearing on a question of this kind, I 
may be permitted to add, that slavery is a bond of 
political union in those Slates where it exists, 
which enables them to briug a united and con¬ 
secrated effort and strength ou all political ques- 
wliicli affect them in any way, and can only 
et bv a corresponding and united effort and 
u on the part of others, whose interests are
